Lonvon, July 10.—Sir Michael Hicks—Beach, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, produced an excel- 
lont impression in the Heuse last night by his 
budget speech. Its provisions were known before, 
but the exposure of the blunders ef the late Ad- 
miralty took the House completely by surprise. 

There was evidently an oversight of £500,000 at the 
time Mr. Childers made his estimate. The late Ad- 
miralty estimate also included the purchase of forty 
torpedo boats, but omitted any arrangement to 
supply them with gear. These charges created 
some consternation among the Liberals. The 
Chancellor was fortunate in the fact that the budget 
had been so long delayed that it is almost impossi- 
sible to make any further attack upon it, but it ig 
possible from the hint dropped by Mr. Childers, chat 
he will criticize it severely. 

PARNELL AND THE TORIES. 

The alliance between the Tories and Parnellites 
already shows signs of giving way. The Govern- 
ment is understood to have informed Mr. Parnell 
that after much consideration it has decided that 
it cannot grant him the desired investigation into 
the alleged miscarriage of justice in Ireland in 
several cases, It is now announced that the Gov- 
ernment will appoint a committee of inquiry into 
the causes of the depresdion of trade, to consist of 
prominent representatives of all classes of opinion, 
The Earl of Iddesleigh (late Northcote) will possibly 
be the chairman. Sir Drummond Wolff will not 
leave for Egypt till after the arrival of Lord Wolse- 
ley. 

50 THE PALL GAZETTE OFFICE BARRICADED. 

Lowpon, July 10, 8p. Mu. — The excitement over 
the Pall MaliGazette’s revelations continues without 
abatement. The windows and doorways of the 
Gazette's publication office are barricaded and the 
police are in control of the surrounding mobs. 
The Gozette says that it receives every day a num - 
ber of cablegrams from the United States asking 
about the progress of the exposures. 

STEAD'S PROPOSITION ACCEPTED. 

Cardinal Manning has accepted the proposition 
made by the proprietors of the Pall Mall 
Gazette to submit complete proof éf all ita revela- 
tions, including every name and detail to a party 
of responsible men, to include the Cardinal and the 
Hon. Samuel Morley, the examiners, to have the 
privilege of reporting to the public upon the affair 
as they may deem best, 

THE GOVERNMENT TO TAKE ACTION. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
Albert H. G. Grey, Liberal member for South 
Northumberland, in accordance with his notice 
of yesterday, asked Sir Richard Asheton Cross, 
the Home Secretary, whether he could assure the 
House that the Government had given orders to the 
police to do their utmost to suppress the abomina- 
tions in London revealed dy the Pall Mall 
Gazette. The Home Secretary replied 
that the police would use every exertion to sup- 
press the alleged practices. The existing law, sup- 
plemented by the criminal law amendment bill, 
would suffice to bring to justice the perpetrators of 
such abominations. 

THE SPECIAL VOTE OF OREDIT. 

Lonpon, July 10.—The increase over Mr. Childers’ 
estimate of the amount expended of the special 
vote of credit was due toa mistake in the Admi- 
ralty accounts. Lord Northbrook is expected to 
expiain the error.

Paris, July 10.—A dispatch to the Government 
from Hue, the capital of Anam, received to-day, 
says that Gen. DeCourcy has issued a manifesto to 
the effect that, with the exception of a few ring- 
leaders who planned the recent unprovoked attack 
upon the French troops at Hue, all those rebels 
who surrendered within twelve days will be granted 
a general amnesty. The Anamite troops at Hue 
and its environs have disbanded and surrendered 
their arms to Gen. DeCourcy.

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. 

Hamruron, Ont., July 10.—A boiler explosion oo- 
curred in the West Famborough paper mills, eight 
miles northwest of this city, last evening with fatal 
results. A part of the boiler was thrown nearly 
three hundred yards. Edward Maloney, the fire- 
man, was blown about twenty-five feet. He was 
instantly killed, and his body was rendered almost 
unrecognizable. John A. Stutt, a member of the 
i firm, was standing near the boiler when the ex- 
* plosion occurred. He was struck on the head, and 
when found was dead. Samuel Adams, who was 
working in an outbuilding some distance awav, was 
badly hurt by the collapse ef the roof over him.

THE KANSAS FRONTIER. 


Gen. Auger’s Precautions to Guard 
Against an Indian Invasion, 
Topeka, Kan., July 10.—General Aug r., com- 
manding this Department, sends Governor Martin 
copies of two orders issued to the commanding 
officers of the troops now in Southwestern Kansas. 
Governor Martin states that the action of General 
Auger has been prompt, energetic and effective, 
and that with troops stationed as General Auger 
has directed he believes the Southwestern 
trontier will de fully protected, and 
an Indian invasion will be made 


impossible. The first order directs Lieut. Col. 
Compton, now at Crossfield, the terminus of the 
route of the Southern Kansas Railroad, to move his 
command west to a point about fifty miles south of 
Dodge City, where the road from that place to Fort 
Supply crosses the Cimmaron, and there establish 
a camp, and from that point scout east 
and west along the frontier. The second order 
instructs Major Sanford commanding the troops at 
Kingman, Kan., to march to Crossfields, go into 
camp there and scout along the border in con- 
junction with Compton's command. Gen. Auger 
also sends the following letter from the head- 
quarters of the Department of the Missouri; 
“Fort Leavenworth, July 9/— Dear Governor Mar- 
tin: I inelose copies of telegrams to of- 
ficers commanding troops in Southern Kansas. 
These new locations will cover all the 
ground referred to in your telegram this morning, 
and is the best that can be done with the available 
troops. All the cavairy in the department is now 
in the fleld. As I am to be retired from active 
service to-morrow this will probably be my last 
officia] acis, with yourself, in striving to give confi- 
dence to your frontier settlers and to them 
against the — of an attack by hostile In- 
dians. I still believe there need be no outbreak, 
and that with judicious managment there will be 
none, With great respect, very truly pe.

A $15,000,000 FIRE.

The Danger That Threatens Broadway 
Between Olive and Washington . 
Avenue. ; 


Broken and Impassable Streets Inter- 
fere With the Operations of the Fire 
Department—A Law That Leaves 

- Property-Owners at the Mercy of 
Street Contractors—Insurance Men 
Threaten to Cancel Policies. 


Reconstruction of Broad way, between Olive street 
and Washington avenue, was begun a few days ago, 
and at the present moment that highway between 
the points designated is in an utterly impassible 
condition. The grading between the car tracks is 
torn eut entirely for the three blocks named, and 
that portion of the street between the car tracks and 
the eastern curb is dug up, while the west side of the 


street is below grade at several places and huge 
holes are gradarlly widening in old Nicholson 
— under the stead il) —— picks of 100 
aborers. The sidewalks are pil with granite, 
and where the pieces of rock 


pa 
strewn to makea perfect line of defense against 
all approach. North of Washington avenue walls 
of granite rise along the curbs towards Franklin 
avenue, and workmen are delving in the street to 
add to the length of the impassable portion of the 
thoroughfare. These workmen will tearup the 
street as far north as Franklin avenue. 
tractors divide the work between Olive street and 
nklin avenue and they are doing it at their own 
sweet willin theirown reckless and indifferent 
way. The street is closed. of course, 
tween the points named, the Street Commissioner 
being authorized by section 1, ordinance 12,416, 
with the appreval of the Mayor to close up any 
street, and withdraw it from public use while pub- 
lic work is being dune upon it, and a pee is pro- 
vided for any person who shall drive 
upon the street while such work is 
going on. When a contract for 
reconstruction ig given one of Gen. Turner's 
assistants in the street department dives 
into a lower drawer in one of the 
closets and drags therefrom a large white card, 
with some printing on its face in large black type. 
This printing consists of a notification of the fact

and a copy of the ordinance with the Street Com- 
missioner'’s name and the Mayor’s approval in the 
lower corners. The @sistant gives the big card to 
the contractor, and the contractor carries it to the 
site of bis labors and tacks it against the side ofa 
board or the end of a barrel, and then 
goes to work to destroy the symmetry and useful- 
ness of the street, regardiess of the inconvenience 
it imposes on merchants, or the danger in which it 
places adjacent property. 

The condition of Broadway, from Olive to Wash- 
ington avenue, isafair specimen of the manner 


in which contractors accomplish street reconstruc- 


tion. ‘ihe * here given is, if anythin, 
less than thetruth. The thoroughfare is in such 
a frightful state and the consequenees that 
threaten in case of such a calam- 
ity as fire in the neighborhood are 
sufficiently alarming to demand serious and 
immediate attention. Insurance men whose com- 
es are carrying heavy policies on Broadway 
eem this matter one of great importance to their 
organization, and to-day some of them went so far 
as to declare that they would be justified 
in canceling all the policies they held 
along Broadway from Olive to Washington 
avenue, unless the city afforded some relief and 
made it possible for the fire apparatus to be safely 
taken into this area. Indeed oneor two threatened 
that if the existing danger was not removed and 
the condition of the street remedied they would at 
once, and without exception, cancell their policies, 
4 DELEGATION 
composed of prominent insurance men among 
whom were Messrs Blossom, Fowler, Snow, Bascon 
and Robinson, visited 6's engine house on Seventh 
street between Olive and Pine, to see Chief 
Lindsey, and found him showing Mayor Franeis 
around. They stated their grievance to the Chief 
and to the Mayor,the latter of whom said he would 
look into the matter and see what he could do 
about it.The insurance men explained the whole sit- 
uation.and said they were carrying $15,000,000 worth 
of insurance in the three blocks which are included 
in the impassable area north of Olive street. 

The rire Depar.ment has no remedy; the re- 
strictions of the ordinances which apply to ordina- 
ry citizens’ driviag animals through a ciosed street 
also app'y tothe department, and even if there 
were no ordinance it would be impossible to take 
the costly machines of the department into broken 
streets. If a fire broke out gag Bi any of the 
stores on Broadway, between ust and St. 
Charles, it would be impossible to get a truck or 

ut up a ladder there, and all the fire-fighting would 
— to be done from the alleys or the side streets. 
This ig not the only time that street reconstruction 
interfered with the business of the department. 
Some time ago, Fourth street was in pro- 
cess Of reconstruction and the fire 
company at Seventh aad Olive, are obliged to 
drive around Walnut or Washington avenue to get 
to fire at Main and Olive. 

At the City Hall in the absence of Gen. Turner, 
one of his assistants said that it was 
entirely optional ith the contractor 
how much of the street he tore up at once, or how 
he tore it up; he was not requi any written 
or implied rule to tear up one side of the street and 
leave the other side intact and open to 
travel, as was done recently in reconstruct- 
ing Washington avenue, but the usual course 
was to tear up one block at a time. All 
that was required was that a three-foot space be 
left clear on each side ofa fire plug, and that the 
street corners be kept clear for a reasonable space. 
This assistant laugbed at the idea that the present 
condition of Broadway ‘would interfere with the 
Fire Department, and he instanced the Lindeil fire 
which was successfully fought, notwithstanding 
Sixth street being torn up all along the hotel front, 
and St. Charles broken for a long distance. 

Counseler Bell was consulted by a Posr-Drsraron 
reporter and said there was no Other remedy than 
to rely upoa the accommodating spirit of the con- 
tractor, who might do his work in such a manner 
that the operations on the Fire Department would 
not be interfered with.

Tur Indian uprising turns out to be only a 
scare, but the extent of the scare shows how 
prevalent isthe feeling of insecurity among 
the settlers of Southern Kansas. These people 
are sensible and intelligent citizens. They un- 
derstand the situation. Their fears are not to 
be laughed at by those Eastern philanthropists 
who have idealized the blood-thirsty and mur- 
derous savages. When we find hundreds of 
grave, industrious farmers abandoning their 
homes and their crops, unwilling to take the 
chances of a possible mistake in the correctness 
of the reported uprising. it is proof that they 
have no confidence in the present arrange- 
ments made for their protection. The Govern- 
ment owes it to them, not only to protect them, 
but to make its protection so manifest and 
visible that the people shall feel secure, An 
Indian uprising is so serious a thing that it 
ought not to be even possible.

ReaD the extract from Consul Mason’s re- 
port about cholera’s choice of victims at Mar- 
seilles. It is an old story, told by observers of 
cholera visitations everywhere for the last fifty 
years, but it cannot be too strongly impressed 
upon the people of every community antici- 
pating a possible advent of Asiatic cholera. 
With rare exceptions, it avoids healthy people 
who are regular and prudent in their habits, 
and seizes upon those who are intemperate, un- 
cleanly and imprudent in their way of living, 
or who are predisposed by excesses, unwhole- 
some food or physical prostration from other 
diseases and causes. Inthe untainted atmos- 
phere of a cleanly, well ordered home, where 
all the members are in good health, calm, 
cheerful and reasonably careful about their 
food and drink, the family is safer from cholera 
than when fleeing from it and incurring the 
risks of changing water, diet and residence. 


Senator MorGaAn of Alabama has flung to 
the breezes a good many wild remarks, and re- 
corded some strange votes since he has been in 
the Senate, but his talk about concentrating 
all the Indians in the Indian Territory and ded- 
icating it to tribal communism in perpetuity, 
is simply an attempt to materialize a vanished 
dream, The contiguous States will not stand 
any such nonsense. The commercial interests 
of the West protested against it with so much 
force that a law was passed some years ago 
forbidding the removal of any more Indian 
tribes to that Territory. If Senator MorGcan 
thinks he can repeal that law, let him try it. 
The present situation in the Indian Territory 
is a sore trial to the patience of four great and 
growing States, that tolerate it with difficulty 
asa temporary evil. But a proposition to im- 
pose on each one of them a permanent border 
of tribal savagery and lawlessness—to create 
so vast a desert in the domain of Southwestern 
civilization and development—is preposterous. 
Fast as the difficulties of the present situation 
are multiplying, they are but trifles compared 
with those which would arise out of MoRGAN’s 
scheme. A standing army of 100,000 soldiers 
would be needed to maintain such a barfier 
and to keep peace among the tribes and be- 
tween them and the whites.

who live under bad hygienic conditions with respect 
to food and lodgings; those who are imprudent 

with respect to eating, drinking and exposure; 

those weakened and debilitated by alcoholic excess, 

and those who suffer from chronic digestive weak- 

ness or derangement. Among the imprudences 
which become dangerous in the presence of cholera 

are overeating to the extent of producing lethargy 

or indigestion, drinking any liquid so cold as to 

check the process of digestion, eating raw vegeta- 

bles in the form of salads, and, in general, the use 

of raw fruits, unless perfectly fresh and ripe. 

Drinking cold water or beer after having eaten raw 

fruit is a direct challenge to cholera, which no per- 

son, however strong and healthy, can afford to risk. 
The susceptibility of drunkards to choleraic influ- 

ences is proven by abundant evidence, among 

which may be cited the sweeping fatality of the 

disease wherever it attacked the inmates of an in- 

ebriate asylum. Anything, in fact. whether of a 

temporary or a chronic nature, which impairs the 

vigor of the digestive: organs, exposes the persons 

thus weakened to choleraic attack. 


The Poison of City Wells. 
From the Science. 

In many towns and cities the privy vaults and 
leaching cesspools of every house drain really into 
the sheet of ground-water. The soil arresis the 
coarse material, the grease and slime, but the 
swarming bacteria diffuse with ease, as much as 
the soluble chlorides and nitrates, and follow the 
flow wholly unobstructed. Into the same soil are 
sunk or driven the wells, and the water that is 
drawn for use is polluted in proportion to the num- 
ber and proximity of the vaults and cesspoels, on 
the one hand, and the thinness and sluggishness of 
the water-sheet on the other. In the worst wells in 
daily use the water is distinctly colored with 
sewage; but the most deadly water may carry only 
the germs of typhoid fever or of dysentery, and be 
otherwise sparklingly clear and so pure as to pass 
unchallenged through the most searching chemical 
analysis. * * The story is essentially the same 
as may be told of any compactly built city, es- 
pecially of the older parts, where the houses have 
been occupied for hundreds of years. Of a hun- 
dred and fifty wells examined, less than ten per 
cent furnished water really good enough to use, 
and only two or three water which was above all 
suspicion. ö

The plaintiff in this case 
sought to recover damages for the death of her 
son by a former marriage. The boy was drowned 
in a pond situated upon Mr. Vieths' premises south 
of Olive street, west of Grand avenue.

WILLIAM JOHNSTON. 


Death of an Aged Colored Man, Whose 
History was Remarkable. 

At Alton, a few days ago, at an advanced age, 
died a colored man named William Johnston, who 
was something of an historical character. He was 
a native of Aberdeen, Scotland, and was a Free- 
mason there. When a very young man he was 
body-servant to a Scotch nobleman, and in that 
capacity traveled extensively iu Europe. He saw 
aud heard Lord Byron make a speech in Aberdeen 
in acknowledgment ofa reception given him when 
he suceeed to tue title. Johuston came to 
America more than fifty years ago, and worked 
at his trade as stone mason in St. 
Louis for some time. He laid the last 
stones on the tower of the old cathedral on Walnut 
street, and used to say that when the work was 
done Bishop Rosatti gave him a glass of wine and 
$5 in gold. While wailing a weil in this city he was 
buried by the caving earth and released with diffi- 
culty after many hours interment—losing the sight 
of one eye by the terrible ordeal. When Elijah P. 
Lovejoy was killed in Alton, in 1887, by a 
prosiavery mob, Johnston was living there, 
and, without fee or reward, d the 

rave ef the first anti-slavery martyr. fie per- 

ormed on the same terms the same office twenty 
years later, when the remains were removed to 
another part of the Alton Cemetery. If all men 
did their duty as well as William Johnstos did his,

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OUR QUOTATIONS. 


Chicago is Afraid to Post Them on 
the Floor, 


— — — — 


A Movement to Spread the Figures 
and Pay for Them Here-—How the 
Movement So Far Has Benefited St. 
Louis—Some Interesting Facts and 
Figures, 


Since the establishment of the system of fur- 
nishing official quotationg to outside markets by 
the Merchants’ Exchange the service throughout 
the Western country has increased and 
with it business has 
considerably. At the same time complaints 
from Eastern cities not furnished with the official 
quotations have been not infrequent. Within the 
past two days both Chicago and Indianapolis have 
complained that their quotations have not posted 
them on the fluctuations of this market, and that 
their trades here have been seriously interefered 
with thereby. A Post-Disparos reporter spoke to 


8. W. COBB, 
vloe- President of the Excuange and Chairman of 
the Quotations Committee, on the subjects this 
morning. 

“Chicago does not get our official quotations at 
88 she does not pay for them.“ said 

r. Cobb, “The Western Union sends out the quo- 
tations to whosoever will pay for them, and while 
we pay an enormous sum to have the Chicago quo- 
tations posted here with every fluctuation 
of the market, Ohicago has not 
the courtesy to respond dy subscribing 
for the quotations from this market. It has been 
suggested that individuals or firms in Chicago sub- 
scribe, but that would not answer the purpose at 
all hey would have to have the tickers placed in 
their offices, whereas they want the quotations before 
them on tke floor. The truth of the matter is that 
Chicago brokers are afraid it would turn a little 
business inthe direction of St. Louis. Strangers 
coming on the floor of the Chicago Board of Trade 
and seeing the St. Lows quotations might do some 
of their trading here, just as we doa large amount 
of trading in Chicago. Asitis now the quotations 
are conveyed in private telegrams principally, and 
are ef littie use to any but the brokers who receive 
them. If we want to buy or sell in Chicago we 
can do so almost as easily as we buy or sell here; 
but if a man in Chicago wants to trade here he 
must trust to luck, for the quotations are ten to fif- 
teen migutes apart, and the market may 
have advanced or declined a cent between them. 
I think the quotations from this market 
ought to be posted in eve large business 
centre, and if the change would 
give this committee a little more latitude, I would 
favor spending a little money to imtroduce them.

„Well,“ said Mr. Ewald. I was under the im- 
pression that Chicago subscribed for the St. Louis 
quotations. Certainly an interval of five or ten 
minutes between quotations is too much, and I am 
in favor of having the St. Louis market posted reg- 
ularly m Chicago, if we have to pay for it ourselves. 
The ‘ing of quotations in these Western towns 
has done us a great deal of good, and I believe the 
service should be extended to all tae large specula- 
WF says 

r. Davidson, t reporter, that he 
has heard a number of ints from Chicago 
and Indianapolis recently, but that the furnishing 
of the quotations is a matter that lies with the 
Western Union and the different Boards of Trade. 

Oertaiuly, said Mr. Davidson, the Western 
Union could afford to furnish the quotations very 
cheaply from the busmess it would bring them. 
Two years ago, when | was work up business in 
Chicago, the Baltimore and Onio — to trans- 
mit quotations for me without charge, expecting to 
make it up out of business they would get. | 
do not know what the Western Union 
charges now for these tickers. They cha 
$3 a week in this city, and I suppose they wo 
charge $10 or $12 elsewhere. But even if they 
charged full rates, it would be cheaper to brokers 
than the service they are now getting by private

Programme of the Field Drill and Satur- 
day Night Bivouac ef the First Regiment.

A Brave Woman's Struggle With a 
Midnight Marauder. 


How Mrs. Wm. Hartmann Was 
Bucked and Gagged and Left Sense- 
less on Her Bed—A Desperate Raid 
Which Yielded Little Booty—Carious 
Conduct of the Policemen on the 
Beat. :

The room she and 
her husband eccupy was the front parlor, which 
opened upon Twentieth street and, a door opened 
from it into the back parlor, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Voorhees slept. The door between the two 
rooms was.seidom closed, as Mrs, Hartmanon’s sud- 
den sick spells often necessitated the immediate 
attention of her friends. As has been said, Mrs. 
Hartmann retired at 10, expecting that her hus- 
band would either return at the usual midnight 
hour or remain down town, The sequel is best 
told in Mrs, Hartmann's own words as related to a 
Post-DIsPaTCH reporter. 

4 DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 

J was not feeling well at all when I returned,” 
said the unfortunate lady. but slept soundly until 
12 o'clock, when a rap came at the door.* I arose 
as usual, called out: Who's there?’ Only me, 
came back the answer in a tone solike my hus- 
bama’s that I opened the door, standin 
partly behind it to avoid the draft, 
was in undress. The man _ stepped 
in 80 quickly that I was a little afraid and turned 
halt to turn up the lamp that was burning 
low on the center t able partly back of the door.

I managed to get on to my feet and proba- 
bly would have got a ce to cry out, when he 
forced me back upon the sharp bed-post. As he 
threw his whole weight upon my shoulders when 
my back struck, the pain was 80 great 
that 1 fainted dead away. I remember 
nothing more until some time after, 
I don't know how leng, when I came to 
enough to realize that my hands were crossed over 
my breast and tied fast. I couldn't do anything 
but lie there and pray God not to let me die that 


way.” 

The ruffian had done his work so well that Mrs. 
Hartmann was unaware of the great danger she 
was in, and Mrs. Jennie Voorhees, the lady in the 
next room, was calied upon and asked about the 
later developments. Mrs. Voorhees is an intelligent, 
seif- middle-aged lady, with a clear, 
steady eye behind her spectacles, 

HOW SHE was FOUND. 

“The head of our bed,” she said, “is separated 
from the head of{Mrs, Hartmann's by only the wall. 
Tuesday night we heard no sound until, I should 
say, between 1:30 and 2 o'clock m the night, when 1 
heard moans from Mrs. Hartmann's room.
